One by One 
Tony Pellone, with those dark 
Neapolitan eyes of his Bashing, 
would lay down his shoeshine 
box, run the back of his hand 
across his nose, and. then, whip 
the living belligerence out of all 
those big guys one by one. 
He never lost He couldn’t, 
really afford to because there 
was a family of 14 at home and 
the $15 he generally brought in 
every 
week 
was 
absolutely 
vital. 
By the time he was 15, Ciro 
(whic his Tony’s square name) 
Pellone 
turned 
professional 
fighter, 
using 
his older bro­ 
ther’s name and birth certifi­ 
cates as proof of age. 
This is how tough he was. At 
16, 
weighing 
134 
pounds, he 
went in with Bob Montgomery, 
the 
world 
lightweight 
cham­ 
pion, and lost, A year later, he 
took on Montgomery again, in 
Detroit, and won in a non-title 
bout at Detroit. 
Tough 
Tony 
Pellone 
took 
them 
all 
on, 
other 
world 
champions too, like Ike W i­ 
liams and Kid Gavilan. Next to 
Beau Jack, 
he 
fought more 
main events in the Garden than 
any other man. He was in 19; 
Jack was in. 27. 
Once after handing Charlie 
Fusari the first 
loss of his 
career, 
Pelone 
came 
back 
home to 'Thompson Street in 
Greenwich 
Village 
and 
saw 
where 
his 
neighbors 
had 
sprinkled his name in sawdust 
on the sidewalk, then poured 
gasoline over the sawdust and 
ignited it. 
“ You were a 4 to 1 underdog, 
and we all bet our rent money 
on you,” one of his friends told 
him. “Tony, we love you!” 
Pelone retired from the ring 
at 21. is legs were gone. 
He’s 46 years old now and 
some of the old toughness is 
there, but not a whole lot of it. 
Part of that toughness was 
knocked out of him by kids, 
some of those he saw die due to 
overdoses of drugs. 


Tired of Funerals 
“ I 
got tired 
of 
going 
to 
funerals,” says Pelone. “ I got 
tired of seeing kids die before 
they even had a chance to live 
because they were on heroin, 
ba.rb.ituates or pilla. I decided 
to do something about it.” 
Tony Pelone did. 
Originally, 
he

basement of his house in Bay 


Ridge, Brooklyn, turning it into 
a 
gym 
and 
inviting 
the 
neighborhood 
kids. 
He 
had. 
seven youngsters to start with 
and that number soon grew to 
35. 
Pellone had to find a bigger 
place nearby. 
The one he found used to be a 
pool room tailed “ Behind the 
Eight Ball.” Pellone, .and his 
one assistant, Bob Harchuck, 
have fixed it up in a way you’d 
never believe, 
At the far end of the room, 
there’s 
a 
serviceable looking 
ring, put up and paid for by 
P e l l one. 
Then 
there 
are 
weights, 
exercise 
bikes, 
a 
ha\y bag, 
a speed bag and 
mats for wrestling, tumbling, 
jumping and karate.

Tony Pelone calls his place

Ten Push-ups

Tony Pelone is so tough, he’d 
never 
say 
how 
much 
your 
contribution of a dollar or so 
would 
mean 
toward 
helping 
him get equipment for the more 
than 75 kids he accomodates. 
The kids use no trunks, no head 
gears, no mouthpieces because 
there simply aren’t any. 


Tony Pelone is so tough he 
won’t say the telephone compa­ 
ny has turned off the phone in 
his house. 


“Look,” he says, “ this place 
gives me tremendous satisfac­ 
tion. “Of course, it's not putting 
any bread on my table, and my 
wife, Lucy, just went to work 
after 25 years, but she doesn’t 
say anything. I’d love to keep 
this place open because I see 
the good that’s being done here. 
If I can help only one kid, 1 I 
can keep one kid on a drug-free 
life, then this whole thing is 
worth it. 
“ At least it is to me,’ says 
Tough Tony Pelone.

When the income 
from the fund makes it financially possible a 1250 
award wül be given to the Rushv Ule Public Library 
and an award of $250 wül be given the Rush County 
Historical Society.

Some very serious issues are commanding 
attention today.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Bob 
Douglas, 
a 
Canadian 
who 
started out to become a Baptist 
minister, turned his zeal to 
selling Nova Scotian islands to 
Americans seeking kingdoms 
on earth. 
“They come to me, eager to 
get away from it all on their 
own little island,” said Douglas, 
34, 
the 
self-styled 
“Island 
King" who operates out of a 
realty office in Mahone Bay, 50 
miles southwest of Halifax. “I 
sell them dreams, fog, wind, 
beauty, the prestige of owning 
something uniquely their own, 
something 
completely within 
their control.” 
Douglas, a portly man with a 
brushcut, claims that an island 
also is a good investment. “ I 
can virtually guarantee to 
double a person's money within 
two years,” he said. He didn’t 
say he would. But he did tell of 
buying an island in November, 
1969, for $8,500 that 25 months 
and four sales later went for 
$58,500. Working on a 10 to 20 
per cent commission, his share 
of that last sale amounted to 
more than the original sales 
price of the island, Douglas 
said. 
After finishing high school, 
Douglas worked for a bank in 
Liverpool, N.S., then decided to 
become a minister and enrolled 
in Arcadia University. Like 
moat 
college 
students, 
he 
needed more money and turned 
to selling and renovating old 
houses. Commerce eventually 
won over religion when he left 
the 
university, 
moved 
to 
Moncton and opened a real 
estate office. 
Options on Islands 
Inquiries about islands led 
him in August, 1970, to open an 
office In Mahone Bay, 
a 
community near 
as 
many 
islands as it has residents 
(about 1,250). 
In thelast two years, Douglas 
has sold 55 of the 3,500 islands 
lying off Nova Scotia. Douglas 
gets options on islands, usually 
by giving the fishermen owners 
a $10 case of beer, takes aerial 
and 
ground 
level 
colored 
pictures of them, advertises in 
financial journals in the United 
states, then waits for the letters 
and phone calls. “Sometimes 
the whole deal is made without 


seeing the buyer,” he said. 
“Sometimes he flies up to take 
a look.” 
Douglas figured the gross on 
his island sales in the last two 
years at about $1.6 million. A 
100-acre island he sold to a 
group of IBM employes from 
White Plains, N.Y. is listed 
today at $500,000. He also has 
sold a five-acre island for 
$1,200. “But that was back in 
1970,” said Douglas. “Today it 
would bring $11,000.” 
The Island King says his 
clients usually are affluent 
escapists, artists or specialized 
users. A Summer Retreat 
Robert M. Smith, Hankins, 
N.Y., an executive at General 
Tire Corp., and some friends 
bought Sheep and David Islands 
In Guysborough county and set 
it up as an artists’ colony. 
Bartlett Jackson, San Francisco 
attorney with a yen to write, 
bought an island off White 
Head, Guysborough county, as 
a summer retreat for indulging 
his hobby. 
Dr. Lois Hazen, New York 
psychiatrist, bought St. John’s 
Island which abounds in fog 
and seagulls. She is involved 
there with organic farming. 
Doctors seem to be good 
prospects. Two psychiatrist! 
are checking several islands as 
sites for clinics. Two German 
doctors may locate a “face lift” 
retreat on another of Douglas’* 
islands. “It’s close to New York 
where there are many wealthy 
women and business men who 
may be interested in face­ 
lifting, and it offers a romantic 
spot to recuperate,” explained 
Douglas.

with the world-wide petroleum

before the situation leads to a 
world depression. 
Participants in the Washing­ 
ton Energy Conference, as the 
meeting is called, hope to wind 
up their work Tuesday evening 
with an announcement that the 
consumers 
have 
agreed on 
specifc initiatives to take to a 
later meeting with the major 
Middle East oil producers. 
President Nixon and Secre­ 
tary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger consider the petrolu- 
uem crisis the strongest test 
since World War II of the 
western allies and Japan to 
work 
together 
to 
prevent 
economic and financial chaos. 
U.S. officials fear that failure 
of the conference might signal 
the beginning of the end of the 
political and economic alliances 
which have served relatively 
well for the past 30' years. 
France does not agree on the 
approach 
suggested by 
the 
Americans, contending that it 
smacks too much of “ganging 
up ” by the industrial powers 
against the Arabs. 
Kissinger, chairman of the 
conference, in an effort to line 
up support for some positive 
action, met Sunday with a 
number of the visiting minis­ 
ters. 
A preparatory panel of aides 
held preliminary talks at the 
State Department and agreed, 
subject to the approval of the 
foreign ministers, to creation of 
four working groups to deal 
with eight

while the foreign ministers are 
talking in general terms.
